“I also wish to convey to 
you” Ikeda told Eisenhower, 
“the deep feeling of friendship 
which the overwhelming majori- 
ty of the Japanese people enter- 
tain toward you and the Amer- 
ican people and our hopes that 
we shall be able to welcome you 
to our country in the near fu- 
ture.” 


Fisenhower, in his reply to 
the Japanese Prime Minister 
‘lelivered. through. the U.S. 
Embassy in Tokyo, likewise 
mentioned growing bonds be- 
tween Japan and ‘the United 
States and added: 


J trust, too, that at some 
future time I may have an op- 
portunity to accept your cordi- 
al invitation.”

“Let me assure you that the 
American people fully under- 
stand the circumstances which 
led to the request by your 
Government to postpone my 
visit to Japan,

Lumumba Vanishes 
—and Rumors Fly 


LEOPOLDVILLE (AP)—Pat- 


rice Lumumba, the ousted, 
Co ist- backed premier of 
the Congo has disappeared 


completely from view. 

The disappearance is so com- 
pletely out of character for the 
fiery, flamboyant Lumumba 
that reports that he was dead— 
completely unconfirmed official- 
ly—swept through the capital 
Saturday morning. 

One report said the premier 
had slipped out of his official 
residence Friday, was arrested 
and then shot while trying to 
escape. 

It was reported but not con- 
firmed that the shooting oc- 
curred while Lumumba was 
being takén to prison ‘outside 
Leopoldville. 

This version of Lumumba's 
fate received some support 
from a source close to the Gov- 
ernment of President Joseph 
Kasavuhu, but important details 
were lacking and officials of 
the Government, under close 
protection, could not be 
reached, 

The United Nations was 
known to be concerned about 
Lumumba’s disappearance. 

One Ghanaian guard at the 
Lumumba residence Friday 
said Lumumba had left -the 
house shortly before Army 


men appeared and arrested 21 
membes of his staff. 

Another Ghanaian guard 
said he did not see Lumumba 
leave, / 

The arrests were made early 
in the afternoon. 

Still another rumor was that 
Lumumba had moved into the 
Soviet Embassy in the hope 
of leaving the country with 
the expelled Russians. 

Lumumba had requested a 
U.N. guard for his residence but 
the understanding was that he 
was free to move about if he 
wished. 

Among other things the U.N. 
troops and police were to pro- 
tect him against unlawful ar- 
rest. 

After his disa rance, Mrs. 
Lumumba asked U.N. protection 
for herself and her two children. 

It appeared that Lumumba 
must ve left his residence 
voluntarily and that his arrest 
—if true—came at some other 

lace in the city out of reach of 

N. help. 

Lumumba’s disa rance 
was ail the more incredible be- 
cause he insisted that the major 
part of the Army in Leopoldville 
was loyal to him. But there is 
evidence that Col. Joseph Mo- 
butu, who took over power with 
the Army three days ago, was 
firmiy in control.

Has Son Living in Inchon 


SEOUL (AP)—The newspa- 
per Hankook Saturday carried 
what it said was a confirmed 
report that the son of ex-Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee, never 
known previously to have exist- 
ed, is alive and working as a 


carpenter. 

The paper identified him as 
44-year-old Eun Soo, the only 
son of Rhee and his first wife, 
a Korean. It said he was liv- 
ing in Inchon near Seoul, and 
that his relationship to the ex- 
President had been confirmed 


and/by family registration, officials. 


It is generally believed that 


the 84yearold Rhee had no 
living offspring, and that this 
was the reason he adopted the 
son of the late Lee Ki Poong. 

Rhee is now in Hawali in. 
exile with his second wife, 
Francesa,. an Austrian. The 
whereabouts of his first wife, 
or whether she is still alive, is 
not known. 

The Hankook Ilbo said Eun 
Soo came to South Korea from 
the north in 1948 when Rhee 
was first inaugurated as South 
Korea’s first President. But

Sino-Soviet Tiff to Be Aired

The ideological dispute be- 
tween Russia and Communist 
China will get a thorough going- 
over by some of the Free 


World's leading authorities on 
communism, 


Some 70 leading Sovietologists 
and Sinologists were to gather 
today on the shores of Lake 
Kawaguchi for the third Inter- 
national Sovietological nfer- 
ence and the Red rift was tab- 
bed as the main topic of dis- 
cussion. The conference lasts 
six days. 


“Communism and Communist 
thinking to us in the Free 
World,” said the man who is 
running the conference this 
year, “is like a black cat in a 
dark room. 


“What we want is to put 
that black cat into the daylight,” 
explained Eiji Amau, president 
of Japan's sponsoring Europe- 
Asia Association. 

“Our theme this year is the 
Soviet Union and Communist 
China in Asia and the Commu- 
nist bloc in Asia,” Amau said 
in an interview. 

“We want to find out more 
about the dispute between Mr. 
(Nikita) Khrushchev and Dr. 
Mao Tse-tu and where it is 
likely to lead,” Amau said. 


Attending the conference will 
be such scholars as Dr. Klaus 
Mehnert of the German Insti- 
tute for East European Affairs, 
Dr. Abraham M. Halphern of the 
Rand Corporation, Santa Monica, 
Calif., and Dr. Peter 8.

Agricultural Rise 
Put at 3% Yearly 


SENDAI (Kyodo) — Agricul- 
ture-Forestry Minister. Tokuo 
Nanjo said yesterday that the 
annual growth rate of the na- 
tion’s agricultural industry has 
been estimated at 3 per cent, 
or considerably lower than that 
of other industries. 

At a news conference at the

The Japanese Government, 
in an effort to rehabilitate the 
nation’s shipbuilding industry, 
which had suffered a crushing 
blow by repeated air raids in 
World War II, adopted a policy 
of carrying out a series of 
planned shipbuilding projects,

The fleet she had at the close 
of the year 1958 consisted of 
714 freighters and tankers, ag- 

ting 4,400,000 gross tons, 
which gave her the fifth to 
six place among the world’s 
maritime nations. 

The exports of ships also in- 
creased. According to the 
statistics compiled and pub- 
lished by the Japanese Finance 
Ministry, those in the fiscal 
year — mounted to $105 2 

n, ranking fourth among 
other items of ‘ 

In the year that followed 
1956—they spiraled up to take 
the leading place with e 
valued at a total of $311 mil- 
lion, followed by cotton textiles

Repat Talks

Germany's Best Year 

When compared with the de 
velopment in Japan, the resur- 
gence of West Germany—an- 
other nation vanquished in 
World War Il—has been far 
steadier. 

This country made a sensa- 
tional spurt in 1958 when a 
peak of 1,400,000 tons was reach- 
ed. She launched 388 ships. 

It was West Germany’s best 
year since the war, for, although 
she had built more ships (418) 
in the preceding year, their to- 
tal tonnage did not exceed 
1,231,152 tons. 

In that same year when Japan 
topped the world in shipbuild- 
ing, West Germany went into 
second place as the world’s 
most active merchant ship build- 
er—ahead of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. And in the 
fourth position was Sweden, 
ahead of the United 


It was discouraging, however, 
to see the output of 1,400,000 
tons in 1958 in Germany fall to 
1,200,000 tons during the past 
year. 

In this respect, the outstand- 
ing exception was Sweden, 
where a peak output of 5,857, 
000 tons was reached in 1959. 
In the preceding year this coun- 
try had launched 79 ships of 
760,206 tons—99,583 tons more 
than in 1957. 

Great Britain, unlike the 
above-mentioned three countries, 
has failed to obtain her full 
share of the export market. 
Here a peak output of 1,500,000 
tons was reached as early as 


1955. 
Britain’s Pace 
She maintained a steady 
in 1958, building 282 ships 
1,401,980 tons—11,721 tons less 
than in 1957.. But during the 


year of 1959, the output was. 


no more than 1,400,000 tons, 
despite the fact that she was 
the world’s second largest pro- 
ducer, 


This has been largely due to 
a consistently heavy order book 
which naturally resulted in the 
inability to give required dell- 
very—although this position 
will be overcome, it is hoped, 
with the development of moder- 
nization that is now in process 
of completion in many shipbuild- 
ing yards in Britain. 

The trend of deterioration is 
even more remarkable in the 
field of ssenger shipping, 
where, with the coming of the 
jet age, the liner operator has 
for the first time a new and 
formidable competitor, 

The past decade has seen the 
development of international air 
travel expanding at a staggering 

„It is impossible nowadays 
to think of passenger shipping 
without reckoning with air com- 
petition. 

The fact that shipowners in 
many countries are still continu- 
ing to build passenger liners does 
not mean they are ignoring the 
threat from air lines. Far from 
it. The grave threat has com- 

lied them to take a harder 
ook than ever before at the 
service they are offering, and 
to modify it accofdingly. 

In the luxury liners now be- 
ing built or lately completed 
there is a whole host of refine- 
ments that must conspire to 
make a sea voyage a great deal 
pleasanter than it was in their 
earlier sisters. 

They are mostly air condl- 


tioned throughout. They are 
fitted with antiroll stabilizers. 
They have private toilet 


facilities and private telephones, 
a large cinema and a wealth of 
spacious public rooms and 
decks. | 
Prospects Gloomy 

At all events, passenger liners 
have never been so costly to 
build or to run. The magnitude 
of the investment would be 
enough to frighten the faint 
heart. 

And the conditions under 
which a new ship will operate 
for the coming two or three 
decades have never been more 
difficult to discern. | 

The prospect of the future of 
shipbuilding has, thus, never 
before been so gloomy. The 
annual report of Lloyd's 
Register of Shipping for 1959, 
published in March, revealed 
that the volume of new ships 
launched in the world during 
1959 (8,700,000 gross tons) in- 
dicated the first decrease in out- 
put since 1947, 

Orders have fallen steadily 
during the past two and a half 
years. Although tonnage un- 
der construction shows little 
reduction as yet, pressure for 
delivery has been withdrawn 
and the still considerable orders 
are subject to deferment and 
cancellation. 

The future will show 1958 as 
@ peak year. The output in 
that year—9,300,000 tons—is un- 
likely to be reached — for 
many and many a year to come. 


Text of Ike’s Letter 

WASHINGTON (AP)-—Here 
is the text of President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower's message 
Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda; 

Dear Mr. Prime Minister: 

I deeply appreciate the warm 
sentiment for the United States 
expressed in your personal 
letter to me which Foreign 
Minister Kosaka handed to 
Secretary Herter.

But 
1 assure you that the ties that 
link Japan and the United 
States are much too strong to 
be impaired by such momentary 
developments. 

Rather than dwelling un- 
necessarily on évents of the 
past, I would prefer to stress 
my great confidence in the 
future relations between our 
two countries. The partnership 
existing between Japan and the 
United States today is built on 
a solid foundation of common 
interest, mutual confidence, and 
mutual trust. I am certain that 
we can look forward with as- 
surance to even closer ties 
between our two countries in 
the coming years. I trust, too, 
that at some future time I may 
have an opportunity to accept 
your cordinal invitiation.

Just Indonesian Claim 


To the Editor: 

Mr. Non-Hollander's opinion 
(“West Irian Controversy,” Sept. 
9) that people's criticism 
against colonialism has its roots 
only in resentment against the 
administration by foreigners 
shows a very shallow under- 
standing of the true value of 
freedom. 

To people long under sub- 
jugation, the meaning of free- 
dom is indeed different, in fact 
puzzling, to people accustomed 
to freedom. It cannot be ex- 
ressed in words.nor terms, 

ause complete freedom cov- 
ers. a wide range of political, 
social, economic, cultural and 
humanitarian fields. 

Messrs. Non-Hollander and 
Nationalist (“Canceled Again” 
Sept. 8) question of the righte- 
ousness of Indonesian claims 
toward West Irian, is just like 
questioning why for instance 
Hawali belongs to the U.S. A., or 


‘why Northern Ireland belongs 


to Great Britain, or why Hok- 
kaido—the home island of the 
Ainus—belongs to Japan. 

The document of the 1949 
Round Table Conference in The 
Hague stated clearly in Article 
I, that the Netherlands “uncon- 
ditionally and irrevocably trans- 
‘fered the sovereignty over Indo- 
nesia” to Indonesia. Indonesia 
here means the former Nether- 
lands East Indies, and needless 
to add that since West Irian his- 
torically and legally is an in- 
tegral part of the NEI, Indo- 
nesian sovereignty should never 
be questioned again. 

It was only for allowing 
gradual settlement of Dutch in- 
terests, that Indonesia agreed at 
that time to postpone the actual 
transfer of West Irian for 
another year. Mr. National 
ist's claim that Indonesia owed 
her independence to Japan is 
a matter of selfish opinion, be- 
cause records established it al- 
ready that Gen. Tojo’s Copros- 
perity Sphere plan was intend- 
ed for Japan's benefit only. 
Even if Japan is the benefactor 
of Indonesian independence, Mr. 
Nationalist should not insist 
that Indonesia remains obedient 
to Japan. Mr. Nationalist 
should remember, that Japan’s 
enemy yesterday, for instance, 
is her ally of today.

Khrushchev Offensive Likely at U.N.

LONDON (UPI)—Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev un- 
doubtedly will launch another 
disarmament offensive laced 
with props: ganda from the rost- 
rum of the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly in New York 
next week. 


He is sure to call for com- 
plex nuclear disarmament. He 
made a similar plea before the 
United Nations last fall. 
Western diplomats said it was 
“Interesting” if not new, and 
deserved study. 


But when the West sat down 
to talk it over at Geneva, it 
got nowhere. The Soviet dele- 
gation wanted the 10-nation 
arms-cut conference that met in 
the Swiss city to adopt Khrush- 
chev’s plan as it stood. Then, 
before the West could put. a 
counterplan on the table, the 
Soviet delegation walked out in 
a cloud of propaganda charges. 


That incident has been typi- 
cal of the history of East-West 
disarmament efforts for more 
than 14 years, filled with frus- 
trations or outright failures. 
There has been no appreciable 
progress because of the differ- 
ence in approach to the prob- 
lem by the West and the So- 
viet Union, 


Moscow dislikes the idea of 
effective foolproof international 
controls on Soviet territory, al- 
though of late it has accepted 
the principle of such controls. 
But Russia’s aim is nuclear 
disarmament first, controls of a 
sort preferably later. 

The West wants comprehen- 
sive disarmament by successive 
stages, each of which preserves 
a satisfactory military balance 
between conventional and nu- 
clear weapons. All measures of 
disarmament under this plan 
must be observed and verified 
by an appropriate international 
organization. 

The differences go back to 
1946 when U.S. elder statesman 
Bernard Baruch first offered a 
plan for international control of 
atomic energy. The Soviet Un 
ion rejected it. 

In subsequent years, Moscow’s 
opposition to effective interna- 
tional controls has remained the 
chief stumbling block to any 
appreciable p . 

As world crises have ebbed 
and flowed and varying per- 
sonalities dominated the scene 
in either the Western or Com- 
munist camp, hopes for some 
real progress in disarmament 
have risen and fallen. 

When the Korean war broke 
out in 1950, both sides hard- 
ened their positions—with the 
Soviet Union under Josef Stalin 
backing the north Koreans and 
the Communist and the 
United States and the rest of 
the West pouring in help to the 
south Koreans and strengthen- 
ing their over-all defenses.

At the summit in Geneva in 
July 1955, Eisenhower offered 
an “open skies” plan for con- 
trol of arms through mutual 
aerial inspection.

—— r Khrush- 
chev at his side, he o 
this idea. — 

A fresh round of disarma- 
ment talks of the U.N. sub- 
committee in London again 
ended in failure in May 1956, 
again largely over Soviet re- 
sistance to the Western · proposed 
control arrangements. 

In October of that year came 
the Suez invasion and the 
Hungarian revolt. The British, 
French and Israelis invaded the 
Sinai Desert Suez Canal 
zone of Egypt. Russia rattied 
its rockets and threatened in- 
tervention. The United States 
used its influence to get the 
Western Powers to call off 
their invasion. But the world 
teetered on the brink of war, 
and disarmament took a back 


seat. 

Almost at the same time, the 
Hungarians rebelled against 
their Communist masters. But 
when Soviet tanks and men in- 
tervened, the rebellion Was 
crushed by force.

Soviet Walkout 


Then, in September ‘1959, 
Khrushchev—who the year be- 
fore had taken over formal con- 
trol in the Soviet Union as 
Premier—visited the United 
States and made his first ap- 
pearance before the U.N. Gem 
eral Assembly. 

He proposed complete dis 
armament in four years. This 
idea. resulted in a 10-nation com- 
mission being set up—five from 
the West, five from the Com- 
munist bloc. The United States, 
Britain, France, Canada and 
Italy sat for the West; the So- 
viet Union, Poland, Czechoslova-

The West subsequently issued 
a new plan, proposing a three- 
stage disarmament plan aimed 
at ultimate total disarmament.
